the I'niversity s eleclncilv M the height of the 
strike. Weaklev ('ountv. which are 
depended upxm for the I'niversitv’s electricity 
At the height of the strike. W eakley County was 
forced to ask for a 20 piTcenl reduction ml he 
consumption of electrical pxvwer by CTM 
Several suggestions lor cutting back in the 
use of eieclricitv were mentioned in the last 
issue of The Pacer. These included turning off 
some of the lighting in the residence halls, 
some oJ the lighting in the parking lots, and 
the lighting in places where there is no real 
ne(*d for lights at all other suggestions for 
conservation of power include cutting back on 
the use of hot water by students, as well as 
avoiding the wasteful practice of leaving room 
lights on when not in the room. also, the 
televisions lix’ated around campus which are 


major consumers of elet'lncal power, should f»e 
turned off when not m use. instead of simply 
tteing left on all day regardless of whether 
anyone is watching them at the moment It 
students will attempt to t'onserve on their share 
of personal use of electrical power and heat, the 
final results will significantly help the 
I'niversity in its efforts to lower the present 
utility usage and expenditures l)n the part of 
the I'niversity, someone needs to make sure 
that all the unnecessary lighting has been 
accounted for In the past, there has been an 
unnecessary waste of elec tricity from the lights 
behind the P E Complex which, as far as 
anyone can tell, serve no real purpose at all 
There may be several other areas of unnoticed 
electrical waste around campus as well 
Although there have been periods of wasteful 
usage of electricity and healing m the 
University’s past, it must he mentioned that at 
the present lime I'TM has been following its 
own University wide conservation policy, 
which IS indej)endenl of any mandatory cut 
backs set by the power companies This policy 
incorporates a computer regulated heating and 
cooling system m some of the buildings, the use 
of gas and oil as heating fuels, instead of 
electrical power, for heating several buildings 
on campus, and the setting of thermostats dow n 
to a more moderate level than in the past 
Besides having this conservation policy 
already in effect, those responsible are to hi* 
commended for drafting the memorandum on 
the conservation of electricity, which was 
distnbuted to departments heads last week, 
and also publish^ in The Pacer for general 
distribution This affirmative action assures 
the University of a more widespread 
awareness of the present drive to conserve 
energy While no one can say for sure w hen the 
next fuel blitz will occur, it can be known for 
certain that UTM will be prepared 


UTM holds NSDL record 


The UTM campus can feel proud that it has 
one of the lowest default rales of all college 
campusc'' nationwide, in connwtion with 
repayment ni 'he .National Direct Student 
Loan 

Recent tiiuiings show that while the average 
number of unpaid federal loans in the nation is 
approximately 17 percent, here at Martin only 
75 out of a total of 2,i)47 loan, or 3 7 percent, 
remain delinquent Obviously, a difference 
from the normal loss by 13 3 percent is not 
simply a lucky incident that happened to bless 
the ITM offices of business and financial aids 

James Tice, the director of business affairs. 
IS on the right track when he attributes the 
favorable payback to the fiackground of the 
majority of studt'nts here at Martin According 
to Tice, people who have lived in the West 
Tennessee' ar»*a most ol their lives have a 
greater-s«ise ol restxmsibility for paying back 
loan debts when the lime comes Unlike the 
case in many large cities, students at UTM 
appiirently do not feel that their existence is 
unnoticed and that their loan payments will 
jusl fH' forgotten in a matter of lime, or lost in a 
mass of files and folders 

This spt'aks well of the majority of the stud¬ 
ents on this campus It will certainly be on 
record that fxnng a .Martin alumnus implies 
having a sense of responsibility, respect for 
others, and a higher-than average amount of 
honesty and trustworthiness 


Not only does the low percentage of .National 
Direct Student Ix)an defaults give recognition 
to the students of UTM. but also to the Business 
Office’s continual effort to keep the percentage 
at its present level or lower throughout each 
academic year There is a definite advantage 
and incentive to this, since the federal 
Department of Health. Education and Welfare 
does not have to cut back on the amount of loan 
revenue allotted to this institution, as it does m 
places where the number of delinquent loans 
gets out of hand The reason that Business 
Affairs feels that it is able to maintain such an 
outstanding record, according to Tice, is that 
the office is prompt and efficient in locating 
those persons who have not held to the 
repayment schedules which they had agret* to 
previously Such "personal interest" on behalf 
of the school speaks well of the administrative 
practices in handling federal funds 

There is no doubt about it. while the Marlin 
campus may be smaller than the other 
University of Tennessee campuses, as well as 
many of its counterparts across America. UT.M 
continues to maintain many outstanding 
qualities which the others have not nearly 
achieved Hopefully, this knowledge will give 
everyone something to brag about, as well as 
an added desire to uphold the exemplary 
traditions which are the true foundation of this 
University 


Getting rid of the Recluse 


With (wo poisonous spider incidents repwrts 
recently students sould take all necessary 
precautions to lessen their chances of 
becoming the next vicitm 

While most spiders appear to be small and 
not worth noticing or caring about, there are 
certain varieties, like snakes, that are a very 
real threa' to ‘safety The spider presently in 
question is the Brown Loxosceles, or Brown 
Recluse spider Its bile is not noticed until 
sometime after it occurs, at this point, the 
vicitm is c>fferi m need of hospitalization For 
this reason the rule of the Brown Recluse is not 
normally something which is able to be treated 
immediately which would lessen the danger to 
a pervin s physn al condition 

The Brown Recluse, however, is not the only 
miniature ha/ani w hich frwjuents the Southern 
states The common tick, which easily draws 
blo<Kl from any part of a vicitm's body without 
much notice is a potential carrier of disease. 
Thedusease, Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever, if 
not diagnosed correctly and treated soon 
enough, w ill lead to death in a matter of days or 
weeks Although no ticks have f)een report^ on 
campus they pose a danger similar to the 
spiders which must fn* reckoned with 


So now the facts have been presented and 
cautions made-what can a student do to avoid 
such dangers'* 

First, the person should prevent spiders and 
insects from making their abode in their dorm 
or apartment 'This is done by taking away all 
the things which create a favorable en 
voronment for the pests Food not sealed m 
containers, crumbs on the floor, messy closets 
and cluttered spaces where insects can hide 
and multiply-these must be taken care of If 
living quarters are straightened, swept, and 
finally inspected all around, the chance of 
having spiders nearby is highly unlikely 

Second, the student should remember that, 
for any insect problem, Maintenance will 
fumigate the place at no cost to the student. The 
service is there, but maintenance can only be 
expected to fog an area on a standard periodic 
basis, unless someone is responsible enough to 
p)oint out the locations where harmful insects 
are still being found 

Regardless of the reality that the population 
of the Brown Recluse and other harmful pests 
cannot be totally exterminated, a little com 
mon sense and effort practiced by each in¬ 
dividual will prevent many unecessary en¬ 
counters with the poisouous creature

no nuclear engineer will in¬

Snack machines robbed; 
contractor to offer reward

Five incidents of outright 
vandalism occured last 
weekend according to Safety 
and Security, director Ted 
Council, and a $500 reward is 
being offered by one of the 
vending machine con¬ 
cessionaires. 

"This kind of thing comes 
and goes because some 
students see the writing on the 
wall and aren't going to be 
here either because of their 
(poor) academic standing 
They see a chance to van¬ 
dalize the machines." Council 


the vending business for 
economic reasons 

Bucy explained that the 
University had machines that 
were fast becoming outdated 
and did not have the ready 
cash on hand to buy new 
machines. So the Business 
Office was requested to send 
out notiPication to all in¬ 
terested area merchants to 
bid for the contract on the 
machines. As it is now. 
the University gets a per¬ 
centage of the gross receifAs 
from the vending machines. 

Dr. Phillip Watkins, dean of 
Undergraduate Life, said that 
the vending machines helped 
pay for Auxiliary Services not 
funded through the Tennessee 
Higher Educatiion Com¬ 
mission. 

“We are.” Watkins said, 
"working on some measures 
that we hope will cut these 
vandalisms somewhat-like 
moving the machines.” 


.said. 

Council indicated that the 
machines - all located in the 
residence halls were broken 
into with "a prybar or 
something.” and that in in¬ 
determinate amount of money 
has been taken from the five 
machines located in G-H. 
Clement. McCord, and 
Atrium. Damage is estimated 
at about $600. according to 
Council. The Security 
department is still in¬ 
vestigating. 

Council stressed that he did 
not want to imply that only 
UTM students rip off vending 


machines, and cited a case 
where several Jackson youths 
made weekly runs down here 
to vandalize the dorm coke 
machines. 

Seymour Mansfield, the 
Ful'on Kentucky contractor 
for the milk machines here on 
campus is beginning to feel 
the pinch, and has offered a 
reward of $500 for information 
leading to the capture of the 
vandals. 

Council said he sympathized 
with Mansfield's problem, but 
that vandalism of machines 
have been going on every 
since there were first 
machines He said the only 
thing new about the whole 
case is that the machines are 
now no longer University 
owned 

"The contract began in 
September 1977,” John Bucy, 
director of the University 
Center said. Bucy said the 
University decided to go out of
